First Unit Of Big 
Development To 
Open In Mill Valley 
First unit in a $35,000 commer­ 
cial development on Mill Valley’s 
Miller avenue is scheduled to open 
for business Nov. 10. 
Steve Kramer, who has been as­ 
sociated with Ted Gibson Realty 
In Mill Valley for the last few 
years, will move into his own of­ 
fice next week in preparation for 
the opening. 
Jack Craik and John Kobil, co­ 
owners of the property on the east 
side of Miller avenue, announced 
that a financial institution and an 
office center are being considered 
for the north end of the lot, which 
has a total frontage of 210 feet and 
a depth of approximately 175 feet. 
Alternate plans call for the con­ 
struction of a filling station or 
parking lot, and Craik disclosed 
that the old Kobil garage prob­ 
ably would be razed to make room 
for the new development. 


War II veteran and father of 
four, represents a party in Marin 
that has no registered voters. (The 
last registered Communist, a man, 
switched his registration in 1952 
to Republican.) 
When Fink was asked if this 
indicated that Communists were 
operating “under cover” in Marin, 
he said, “We are absolutely not 
‘underground’ nor do we intend to 
go there. But it is just common 
sense that in a situation like the 
present, where retaliation is visit­ 
ed upon people for exercising their 
political rights, we will take those 
steps necessary to protect our 
membership from the illegal acts 
of the government.” 
On these 
grounds, too, he would not say 
whether the party holds meetings 
in Marin. 
Fink himself is ‘operating open­ 
ly and avowedly as a Communist. 
He, by his own admission, takes 
every opportunity to present the 
program of the party in speeches 
and through letters 
(often 
to 
newspapers); Sunday evening he 
spoke over Radio Station KTIM. 
What is the party’s program for 
Marin? How doss it operate? What 
has it accomplished? 
Fink was admittedly a little 
gun-shy of a newspaper interview, 
expressing fear of distortions. But 
he agreed to answer in writing a 
series of questions from the In- 
dependent-Journal. 
Because the Congress of the 
United States this summer chose 
to meet the Communist menace

Plan Will 


Be Speeded Up 


Members of Fairfax Planning 
Commission last night decided to 
form committees to devolop the 
Fairfax master plan and to work 
out a new zoning ordinance. 
Three of the commission mem­ 
bers, Everett Jensen, chairman; 
Albert Fox, who also is a city 
councilman, and Building Inspec­ 
tor Robert Roy, have been working 
on a master plan for the town for 
the past six years. 
At the meeting last night, mem­ 
bers decided to make an effort to 
complete the plan. 


ORDINANCE NEEDED 
Fox said a new zoning ordinance 
is needed because the present or­ 
dinance permits only two zones in 
Fairfax, residential and commer­ 
cial. 
“Under the ordinance,” he ex­ 
plained, “anyone could go down­ 
town and build a blacksmith shop, 
or install some other type of in­ 
dustry.” 
He said the commission hoped to 
work out a zoning ordinance which 
would allow single and multiple 
family residences in defined areas, 
lay out areas desired for commer­ 
cial, and fix other areas desired 
for light industry. 
The commission also plans to 
name committees for streets, light­ 
ing and other phases of the com­ 
mission’s business, Fox said. 


AUGUST DEADLINE 
Members hope to have the mas­ 
ter plan and a new zoning ordi­ 
nance worked out by Aug. 15 next 
year, he said. 
Approval of the plan will be 
asked of the city council at its 
next meeting, Nov. 12. 
The planning commission’s next 
meeting will be held Nov. 11, when 
the plan is to be discussed fur­ 
ther, 
and 
committees may be 
named then.

750-GALLON PUMPER ORDERED 
New Equipment Will Lower 
Bolinas Fire Insurance Rate 


The Bolinas Fire Proection Dis­ 
trict will acquire a new fire truck 
within 90 days, Fire Chief Sher­ 
man Smith said today. 
The district board of commis­ 
sioners decided this week to pur­ 
chase a $13,000 truck from the 
P. E. Van Pelt fire equipment 
manufacturing firm of Oakdale. 
The 750-gallon triple combination 
pumper with high pressure auxili­ 
ary pump will supplement the dis­ 
trict’s No. 1 rural fire truck, a 
500-gallon pumper. 
Smith said the decision to pur­ 
chase was in conformity with “the 
wishes of the Board of Fire Un­ 


derwriters” and would probably 
result in substantial reduction of 
fire insurance rates in the area. 
The new truck should be de­ 
livered within 90 days, Smith said. 
It will be paid for on a lease- 
purchase agreement, by which the 
district will make a down-pay­ 
ment and pay the balance within 
five years. 
Money for the truck will be 
supplied through district taxes. 
The department, a wholly volun­ 
teer one. is staffed by 20 men. 
Edw’ard Genazzi is chairman of 
the board of commissioners ifi the 
district.

A 32-year-old Novato man was diagnosed as a 
paralytic polio victim yesterday in Los Angeles General 
Hospital, bringing M arin’s total of polio cases for the 
calendar year 1954 to 54. At this time last year, the 
county had 32 cases. T his year’s total of 54 cases is one 
below the all-time county high of 55 cases in one vear 
reached in 1952. 
Victim reported yesterday was identified as Robert 
Doiron, father of two children, Jimmy, 6, and Paul, 4, 
and a neighbor of Mrs. W illiam Melsom, stricken Wed­ 
nesday. Doiron was taken ill Thursday while attending 
a conference in Los Angeles, although it appeared that 
onset of the disease was Sunday. No plans have been re­ 
ported for his transfer to Marin. 
The report was made to the County Health De­ 
partment through Doiron’s doctor, who received a 
phone call from Los Angeles. 
Of the 54 cases thus far, 50 per cent have been 
paralytic. 1 he 50 per cent paralysis rate is lower here 
than for the rest of the state and the Bav Area.

All of Marin County will tip its 
hat in pride tomorrow during the 
open house and dedication of the 
first Marin School for the Ortho- 
pedically Handicapped. 
Starting ab 3 p.m., the ceremony 
will be co-sponsored by County 
Health Officer Carolyn Albrecht 
and Dr. Wallace Hall, county sup­ 
erintendent of schools. 
It will be held at the temporary 
school quarters at the warehouse 
of Marin General Hospital, Green­ 
brae. 
SPECIAL TRIBUTE 
Dr. Frederic W. Rhinelander, 
chairman of the school commit­ 
tee, and all others participating in 
the ceremony will pay special tri­ 
bute to the nearly 300 persons and 
organizations which 
contributed 
$14,500 of the $18,000 needed to 
operate the class in the first year. 
Also singled out for attention 
will be the 85 men who volunteer­ 
ed their services to remodel the 
warehouse into a classroom. 
History of the school and the 
drive for funds will be traced by 
Supervisor Vera SchuTtz in her 
brief address “Mission Accomplish­ 
ed.” The mission was a school for 
12 ambitious youngsters who pre­ 
viously had been denied school fa­ 
cilities because of their physical 
handicaps.

Cost of the alterations is expect­ 
ed to be about $5,700.

insurance in connection 
with its multi-risk policies. 


Referred back to the building 
and operating committee a pro­ 
posal to install a ventilating sys­ 
tem in the directors rooms at the 
toll plaza.

Will Acquire 


586 Acres 


For Air Base 


A million-dollar land acquisition 
program 
geared 
to 
strengthen 
Hamilton Air Force Base’s key role 
in western aerial defense was con­ 
firmed today by Air Force and U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers officials. 
“We’re in the process of pur­ 
chasing the . land,” declared 
a 
spokesman for the Army Engi­ 
neers, referring to 586 acres of land 
adjacent to the base. 
Hamilton Field Installations En­ 
gineer Col. Walter G. House re- 
vealed 330 acres of the land would 
be used for construction of $172,300 
transmitter and receiver buildings. 
Purpose of these “vitally needed” 
communications control buildings 
is to strengthen and protect the 
entire Bay Area against possible 
enemy air attack. 
FUNDS APPROPRIATED 
“Congress has appropriated the 
funds for these installations. All 
we need now is the land,” said Col. 
House, who pointed out the gov­ 
ernment must own the land on 
which the installations will be 
constructed. 
Another 256 acres involved in 
the purchase surround the high 
explosive ammunition storage area. 
Hamilton Field was given the right 
to control the use of this area or 
prohibit dwelling on Oct. 28, 1952, 
when civil condemnation proceed­ 
ings gave the air field a restrictive 
easement to the area owned by R. 
W. Hanna, Marin Meadows Ranch 
owner. 
YEARLY LEASE 
Hamilton Field has been leasing 
the Hanna property on & yearly 
basis and controls the area until 
June 30, 1957. 
Hanna also owns the additional 
218 acres for which the Army is 
negotiating. Owner of the remain­ 
ing 112 acres desired is M. T. 
Pimentel of the Novato area. 
Colonel House said he recom­ 
mended purchase of the acreage 
either on a “fee acquisition basis” 
or through restrictive easements 
to the Army Engineers last Febur- 
ary. 
The additional property has been 
badly needed for two years, House 
noted. Immediate purchase is a 
virtual necessity if Hamilton Field» 
headquarters for Western Air De­ 
fense Command, is to continue to 
play an important role in coastal 
defense, said House. 
NO MOVE PLANNED 
Confirmation that officials are 
negotiating for purchase of the 
land lent further evidence of Ham­ 
ilton Field’s ever-increasing and 
strategic role in our defense net­ 
work. 
The land program also will quash 
rumors which began several years 
ago when heavy 
bomber 
wing 
headquarters 
were 
transferred 
from Hamilton to Travis Air Force 
Base. It was then predicted addi­ 
tional 
operations 
at 
Hamilton 
would be transferred to airfields 
farther inland.

Nearing the end of a campaign 
swing through the New York area, 
8tevenson last night told a Demo­ 
cratic rally in Nassau County. 
“The President has said he needs 
a Republican Congress to do what 
he couldn t do with a Republican 
Congress. We Democrats say he 
ne°ds a Democratic Congress to 
stop the giveaway and restore the 
respect 
of 
the 
United 
States 
throughout the world.” 
SMEARS, ABUSES 
Stevenson, Democratic candidate 
for President in 1952, criticized the 
Republicans for what he termed a 
nationwide campaign of smears 
and abuses. Ke named Vice Presi­ 
dent Nixon as the leader. 
Stevenson said that a Democratic 
Congress is needed “most of all . .. 
to repudiate the character of the 
campaign that has been conducted 
by our opponents all over the 
United States.” 
Stevenson’s speech was inter­ 
rupted repeatedly by an audience 
which

mensely the jibes at the Republi­ 
cans.

BACKS HARRIMAX 
With an endorsement for guber­ 
natorial candidate Averell Harri- 
man, Stevenson turned last night 
to the New York state election. 
Hatriman is opposed by Republi­ 
can Sen. Irving M. Ives. 
A “campaign of abuse” has been 
“the counsel of desperation on the 
part of the Republican candidate,” 
Stevenson declared. 
He said Harriman has been 
charged with being an “old robber 
baron and quite unfit to serve the 
common people on one hand and 
on the other of being a wild radi­ 
cal young Socialist trying to de­ 
stroy himself.”

Nixon listed six questions for 
Stevenson to discuss tonight when 
the 1952 Democratic candidate for 
President delivers a nationwide 
television and radio address. He 
said he seems to be Stevenson’s 
principal target. 
The No. 2 Republican issued the 
special statement before his sched­ 
uled departure for Spokane and 
Seattle on the final leg of his in­ 
tensive cross-country stumping in 
behalf of GOP candidates. 
‘TELL DOG STORY’ 
It came as a followup to his 
strong criticism of the “left-wing 
clique of the Democratic party” 
in a San Mateo speech last night 
enlivened by a heckler who called 
out, “tell us a dog story, Dick.” 
The vice president told the oth­ 
erwise 
enthusiastic 
a u d i ence, 
which filled about three-fourths of 
the 1,600 seating capacity in the 
high school auditorium: 
“Perhaps the greatest danger 
the country faces in the event that 
an anti-Eisenhower Congress is 
elected is that of increased unem­ 
ployment and hard time.” 
He was plainly angered by the 
heckler’s obvious reference to the 
bird dog-kennel dog remark by 
Defense Secretary Charles E. Wil­ 
son during a discussion on unem­ 
ployment. 
Nixon waited, however, until the 
end of his 30-minute televised and 
broadcast speech to lecture the 
heckler, later identified by San 
Mateo police as James Heavey, 
about 33, of San Francisco, on 
“goon-gang” tactics. 
But he also said in an allusion 
to free speech: 
“This happens to be America. 
I ’m thankful we live in a country 
where a man can get up an speak 
his mind without being popped in­ 
to a bake oven.” 
TAKEN TO STATION 
Heavey was escorted to the po­ 
lice station after a brief scuffle 
outside the auditorium and re­ 
leased without charge. The only 
explanation he gave newsmen was 
that he was aroused by Nixon’s 
stand on the subversives problem. 
In his formal address, Nixon said 
the country faces two other dan­ 
gers, besides hard times, in the 
event the Republicans lose control 
of Congress: 
1. A return to the Acheson for­ 
eign policy which, he said, brought 
America a war in Korea “we were I 
not allowed to win on the battle- 
front” and surrender to the Com­ 
munists at the conference table. 
2. “Incredible blindness and soft- ‘ 
ness toward communism in the j 
United States.”

CLEVELAND (/P) — Common 
Pleas Judge Edward Blythin began 
thumbing through his law books 
today to find out whether a clerk’s 
slipup will wipe out nine days of 
painstaking questioning of jurors 
for the Sheppard murder trial. 
The judge trying the case of Dr. 
Samuel H. Sheppard, the young 
osteopath accused of" clubbing his 
pregnant wife to death, yesterday 
was shoved face to face with a 
legal tangle that could cause a 
mistrial. 
For nine days, attorneys labori­ 
ously questioned a panel of 69 
prospective jurors in an effort to 
pick 12 who could give Sheppard 
a fair trial. On Thursday a jury 
of seven men and five women w’as 
sw’orn in. 
Today there was a chance it had 
all been wasted. 
A report that one of the 12 jurors 
had a criminal record brought up 
the possibility of a mistrial yes­ 
terday that would mean retrying 
the entire case, selection of a new 
jury and a delay that could stretch 
into wreeks. 
To Sheppard, it could mean a 
long postponement of the day he 
will finally be judged innocent or 
guilty of the crime that left his 
wife, Marilyn, bloody and lifeless 
on her bed last July 4.

WEST MONROE, La. (iP)—Ten- 
year-old Joe Cooper and the mon­ 
grel dog he rescued from the gas 
chamber with a loaded shotgun 
headed for a new life today under 
the protective wing of a former 
governor of Louisiana. 
“Attaboy, Joe, we knew you 
could do it,” his school chums 
shouted when City Judge Howell 
Heard announced the boy would 
be released from the reform school 
and put in the custody of a m ar­ 
ried half-sister, Mrs. Roy Foy. 
The decision came last night af­ 
ter former Gov. James A. Noe, 
a stalwart in the - old Huey P. 
Long regime, made a surprise ap­ 
pearance at the juvenile court 
hearing and took up the boy’s 
cause. 
FUND RAISING PLANS 
Noe agreed to head a nation­ 
wide fund-raising drive to send the 
son of the impoverished widow to 
an exclusive boy’s school in Ten­ 
nessee and later to college. 
“The dog will go, too; it's all 
arranged,” Noe beamed 
as he 
posed for pictures with the judge 
and Atty. Murphy Blackwell, who 
volunteered in the boy’s defense. 
Joe, tears welling in his large 
blue eyes, seemed bewildered by 
the scene of wild jubilation about 
him. He smiled faintly when neigh­ 
bors and schoolmates shook his 
hand and pounded his back, then 
buried his head on his mother’s 
shoulder and sobbed helplessly. 
‘WE’RE ALL HAPPY’ 
“He’s crying because he’s hap­ 
py, we’re all happy,” explained 
Mrs. I. L. Cooper, 65-year-old 
mother of Joe and eight other 
children, “I prayed that I’d never 
have to give him up, but it’s better

The walkout of 43,000 dockers 
crippled Britain’s major ports and 
struck a heavy blow to her foreign 
trade, the lifeblood of this island 
nation. 
The back to work vote was taken 
at a nationwide 
series of mass 
meetings called by the strike lead­ 
ers. 
The men agreed to go back on 
condition that the question of com­ 
pulsory overtime be submitted to

men who refuse to work overtime 
until the issue is finally settled 
will not be disciplined. 
The walkout started in the Port 
of London to support demands that 
overtime be on a voluntary rather 
than compulsory basis. Manage­ 
ment maintains that the depend­ 
ence of ship arrivals and depar­ 
tures on the tides makes compul­ 
sory overtime a necessity.

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Gate Bridge Board 
To Study Toll Cuts 


Reduction of tolls on Golden 
Gate Bridge will be the topic of a 
special meeting Dec. 9 of the 
bridge’s finance committee. Chair­ 
man 'William Hadeler told the 
bridge board yesterday. 
Hadeler, who had announced 
earlier that he would call such a 
session, set the date and called 
the meeting to start at 10:30 a.m. 
He was assured by General Man- 


Span Traffic Up 
6.13 Per Cent 
In Three Months 


Total traffic across Golden Gate 
Bridge has climbed 6.13 per cent 
and revenue has increased 5.5 per 
cent in the first three months of 
the fiscal year, bridge manager 
James Adam told the board of di­ 
rectors yesterday. 
Eighty five per cent of the traf­ 
fic increase was made up of auto­ 
mobiles and of these 71 per cent 
used tickets rather than paying 
cash tolls. 
Total revenue for the 
three 
months increased $72,080 to $1,- 
379,966, Adam said. Of this $44,951 
was paid for automobiles, the rest 
for other vehicles. 
The total automobile revenue in­ 
creased 4.09 per cent, with the 
use of 20-trip tickets showing a 
tremendous gain of 37.43 per cent. 
Forty trip books increased 10.76 
per cent, while cash tolls increased 
only 2.22 per cent. 
Truck traffic paid $26,429 in 
tolls, an increase of 16.58 per cent, 
although truck traffic increased 
only 14.05 per cent. This indicated, 
Adam said, that there is a trend 
toward larger trucks paying a 
higher toll. 
Bus revenues decreased $197 in 
the period, just slightly more than 
half of one per cent. This indicates 
bus traffic has reached a leveling 
off and that no further increase 
in revenue is taking place. 
Despite the tremendous jumps in 
ticket use, however, cash tolls still 
remains the major classification 
of bride user. Seventy four per 
cent of all vehicles 
using 
the 
bridge paid the 40 cent cash toll 
in July, August and September 
Adam reported. 


ager James Adam that all material 
on traffic, revenue and rate struc­ 
ture would be available at that 
time. 
Hadeler asked that invitations 
be issued to all legislators in tha 
six bridge district counties. Ha 
particularly mentioned Marin Sen. 
Jack McCarthy and said he hoped 
the senator would be present. 
“McCarthy asked me the other 
day if he was going to have to 
introduce more legislation to get 
the bridge toll reduced to 25 cents,” 
Hadeler declared. “I told him that 
we would reduce the tolls not be­ 
cause of pressure by McCarthy, but 
because our board found the facts 
called for such reductions. 
“I hope Senator McCarthy will 
accept our invitation and be pres­ 
ent at the hearing so that he too 
may see all the facts on which we 
base our decision.”

Hadeler s announcement follow­ 
ed a report by Marin Director 
Matt Graham that the supervisors 
unit of Ftedwood Empire Assn. had 
passed a resolution urging a reduc­ 
tion of the bridge tolls.

w ith a bill to outlaw the party, 
Fink was asked w hat effect the 
new law would have on him . 
“It should be noted,” he re­ 
plied, "that it Is as yet almost 
impossible to find out exactly 
what the law says and means. 
As a matter of fact, the New 
York Times (Sept. 3) said that 
when copies of the law were fin­ 
ally becoming available, the big­ 
gest demand 'came from mem­ 
bers of Congress who wanted to 
check on what they voted for’.” 
But Fink said he felt the law 
would “further underm ine the U.S. 
C onstitution and weaken the labor 
movement. P a rt of the law requires 
virtual licensing of trade unions 
and the destruction of any on the 
pretext th a t it is ‘Com m unist in ­ 
filtrated.’ T hink w hat the GOP 
Cadillac 
adm inistration 
can 
do 
with such a law . . . ” 


“O u t l a w i n g the Com munist 
P arty is only the first step. As one 
Congressm an pointed out: If we 
can outlaw the Com m unist P arty 
then the GOP can outlaw the 
Democrats. This is the lesson of 
H itler G erm any. It is by no m eans 
a coincidence th a t Assemblyman 
(Richard) 
M cCollister’s 
recent 
blustering th rea t to ‘outlaw ’ cer­ 
tain books followed so closely upon 
this 
law 
outlawing 
a 
political 
party.” 


Books 
figured 
elsewhere 
in 
Fink’s presentation, when he was 
asked if the Com munists had made 
progress in M arin recently. 
CITES ‘PROGRESS’ 
Yes, there had been progress, 
Fink said, and cited as examples 
“the success of the people of M a­ 
rin in routing the book burners for 
the second tim e in two years (Fink 
presum ably 
is referring 
to the 
anti-UN ESCO movement in 1952 
and the Tam alpais U nion High 
School “obscene books” issue of 
1954—ed.); the leading role played 
by the M arin County Wells Com ­ 
m ittee in preventing 
the 
legal 
lynching of Wesley R obert Wells 
(condemned Negro convict a t San 
Q uentin whose sentence was com ­ 
m uted to life); and the resistance 
to the union-busting which has 
raised its head here lately (an is­ 
sue in the 15-week strike against 
the Koch Luggage factory in Corte 
M adera). Com m unists participated 
in some of these events, along with 
Democrats, 
Progressives, R epub­ 
licans, Negro and white, thereby 
contributing in sm all m easure to 
their success.” 


The FB I in San Francisco de­ 
clined com m ent on Com m unist ac­ 
tivity in M arin and on any of 
the statem ents m ade by Fink. 
W hen a^ked if the party had any 
difficulties in operating in M arin, 
Fink said “yes.” W ithout citing 
specific examples of Com munist 
“harassm ent,” he pointed out as 
an extension of such harassm ent 
the fact th a t “the M arin County 
C hapter of the Civil R ights Con­ 
gress found th a t it had to fight 
tenaciously to preserve the right 
to pass out leaflets in the streets 
in S an R afael in 1951.” (City Atty. 
Harold Haley said there had “cer­ 
tainly been no legal prohibition 
against the passing out of leaflets,” 
and said he believed in the cited 
instance th a t the distributors had 
been questioned as to their “rig h t” 


but never prohibited from their 
actions.) 


Fink did acknowledge th a t he 
had twice this year been able to 
purchase tim e for broadcasts over 
KTIM. 


He said the party had been 
turned down in requests to buy 
radio tim e on stations in Eureka 
and S anta Rosa this year. 
He said: “While in other capi­ 
talist countries such as France, 
England or Italy it is quite com­ 
monplace to meet a professor, 
a worker or even a member of 
Parliament who is a Commun­ 
ist, here the advocacy of social­ 
ism can still be fraught with 
obstacles. If a person acknowl­ 
edges 
he 
is 
a 
Communist, 
chances are he will lose his job 
(Fink is unemployed at present 
and volunteers his time for the 
work he is doing)—if 
he 
is 
lucky enough to escape indict­ 
ment 
under 
the 
Smith 
Act” 
(a federal law under which some 
American Communists have been 
convicted 
and 
imprisoned 
for 
conspiracy to advocate overthrow 
of 
the 
U.S. 
Government 
by 
force). 
Fink declined to say how m any 
dues-paying members the party 
has in M arin, saying th a t “it’s an 
old 
Am erican 
custom 
th a t 
the 
people by their votes pass judg­ 
m ent upon the various political 
parties. Now the Justice D epart­ 
m ent, the FBI and the Congress 
aim to relieve you of th a t respon­ 
sibility. They will decide for you 
which political party and which 
ideas are okeh and which are not. 
We don’t intend to lend aid or 
com fort to their illegal efforts. 
To give the inform ation you ask 
may tend to do so. Therefore I 
m ust decline.” 
How m uch money are you able 
to raise? Fink was asked. 
His reply was “not nearly as 
m uch as the Republican 
Party 
nor from the same sources” and 
“our activities are financed solely 
by donations from working peo­ 
ple.” 
B ut however m uch it Is, Fink 
says none of it goes to him in the 
form of a salary. 
A m em ber of the 32nd Infantry 
‘Division In A ustralia 
and New 
G uinea during W orld W ar II, he 
received the Purple 
H eart 
and 
supports his fam ily on com pen­ 
sation he draw s for wounds incur­ 
red near Buna, New Guinea, in 
late 1942. 
NO CANDIDATES 
As Tuesday’s election approaches, 
Fink and his party are in the 
position of having no candidates 
to support. Because of a C alifor­ 
nia rule requiring a party to have 
a certain num ber of voters before 
it can present candidates on the 
ballot, tnere are no avowed Com­ 
m unist 
candidates running this 
year. (He said th a t even if the 
party qualified, there would be a 
terrific legal battle” because of 
the new law outlawing the party). 
Speaking for the party, Fink 
has no endorsem ent for either of 
the two candidates running for 
Congress in 
the F irst 
D istrict. 
Saying th a t Republican inoum bent 
H ubert Scudder is a “tool of the 
power tru sts” and th a t he “in no 
way reflects the needs and aspira­ 
tions of the peopl of the district,” 
Fink said “the retirem ent of Mr. 


Scudder can be this district’s gift 
to the nation . . . to prevent the 
Eisenhower 
adm inistration 
and 
Congress from taking the county 
further down the road to Mc- 
C arthyism .” 
“B ut this does not m ean th a t 
we consider the program of the 
Democratic Party adequate. Nor 
are we endorsing any Democratic 
candidates.” 
Ju st w hat do the Com munists 
want? W hat 
would they do if 
they, for example, controlled the 
M arin Board of Supervisors? 
“If by this you mean electing 
a majority of Communists or a 
coalition of which Communists 
are an influential part, I would 
say that much would depend on 
the issues in a given campaign. 
It can be said 
that in general 
our aims would be to strengthen 
and extend democracy and the 
economic well-being of the peo­ 
ple. 


“This would include some of the 
following: Shifting the tax load 
to those best able to pay, which 
includes elim ination of all sales 
taxes; enactm ent and strict en­ 
forcem ent of & fair employment 
law; increasing appropriations for 
public education and cultural ac­ 
tivities; giving full representation 
to working people and to th e Negro 
people on ell appointive bodies 
and giving the full protection of 
the law to workers and their trade 
unions; using the ‘good offices’ 
of the board at all times to en ­ 
courage a change to a peaceful 
foreign policy so th a t the billions 
now being wasted upon war for 
the profit of the few could be di­ 
verted to the welfare of the peo­ 
ple.” 


Fink joined the party in 1938. 
“As did millions of pthers, I left 
high school a t the tim e of the 
great 
depression. This certainly 
was food for thought. In addition, 
th a t was the time of the aggres­ 
sion 
of 
H itler 
and 
Mussolini 
against the 
dem ocratic 
govern­ 
m ent of Spain. The refusal of our 
governm ent to oppose this aggres­ 
sion alarm ed me. 


RESISTING FASCISM 
“From Com munist publications 
I chanced upon, I saw th a t th a t 
m ovem ent had the only program to 
resist the growing 
menace 
of 
fascism. 
The 
subsequent 
attack 
upon our country 
by 
Japanese 
fascism 
was not 
unexpected. 
I 
participated in the struggle against 
th a t aggression. And today ft is 
quite consistent and quite logical 
to continue to oppose the danger 
of fascism which 
now 
springs 
chiefly from those forces w ithin 
our own country who desire to 
carry on where H itler and Hirohito 
left off.” 


He said he has never had any 
doubts In the years since then 
about the aims of the party. “On 
the contrary, everything I have 
seen and experienced in those 16 
years has deepened and stren g th ­ 
ened my beliefs—my faith in the 
working people and in the Com­ 
m unist Party. 


“The tide of the people against 
the w ar m akers, profiteers and 
would-be H itlers is rising. Another 
upsurge as in the New Deal Days 
is in the making.. The Communist 
P arty will grow with th a t upsurge.”

T he Board of Supervisors, with its usual 
procrastination, stalled around, asked end­ 
less questions, subjected candidates for the 
committee to questionnaires and quizzes, 
turned the committee appointments over to 
the county's judges and when they refused 
to act, let the whole matter drop. 
All this came about because—among other 
reasons-the freeholders would have only 120 
days to frame a charter. F r a m e r s of city 
charters are allowed one year. 


In Sacramento, Senator George Hatfield, 
always a friend of Marin, was cognizant of 
the situation. Whether he discussed it with 
Senator Jack McCarthy or not, we don’t 
know. We do know they were good friends. 
Anyway, Hatfield introduced a Senate Con­ 
stitutional Amendment which would extend 


the 120-day limit to six months and also 
simplify the method of nominating freehold­ 
er candidates. 


Strangely enough, opponents of Proposi­ 
tion 20 in general do not object either to in­ 
creasing the length of time for freeholders 
to study a county’s problems, or to the way 
they are nominated. They do say that the 
amendment is poorly drawn and would not 
accomplish what is intended. They also say 
the method bv which the amendment would 
change the present law is unprecedented, 
would open a new and dangerous field of 
legal manipulations, 


Both of these arguments seem to us to fall 
short of being enough to negate the advan­ 
tages. If the amendment is found to be faulty 
and would not do what Senator Hatfield en­ 
visioned, the situation would be unchanged 
from what it is now anyway. 


And we can’t be too worried that the legal 
processes of the state will be endangered bv 


this amendment. T he Legislative Counsel, 
legal advisor to the legislature, has given it 
his approval. \\ e’ll accept his judgment. 
Had Proposition 20 been passed a vear 
ago, Marin might now be well on its wav 
toward consideration of a charter form of 
government. We urge a strong YES vote.on 
Proposition 20 next Tuesday.

WASHINGTON (JP) — One re­ 
porter’s opinion: President Ei­ 
senhower will not run for a sec­ 
ond term. 
This is climbing out on a long 
limb. What the voters do Tues­ 
day—whether they give.the Re­ 
publicans another two years in 
control of Congress—could have 
a lot to do with making up the 
President’s mind. 
Unless, that is, he already has 
made it up. This reporter’s im­ 
pression is that he has. 


MIND YOU, 
this is only an 
impression—an educated hunch 
at best. The only man who can 
say with certainty what’s in the 
President’s mind is the President 
himself. And, following well-es­ 
tablished practice, he’s keeping 
his thoughts on this question very 
much to himself. 
So any forecast that is more 
than idle crystal gazing must be 
based on (1) what the President’s 
attitude seems to be, as well as 
newsmen covering his activities 
can determine it, and <2) what 
the people around him think he 
he will do. 
It is from these sources that 
this reporter, 
who 
sometimes 
covers the White 
House, 
has 
formed the impression Eisenhow­ 
er will not 
run 
again—always 
barring some unforeseen factor. 


JAMES B. RESTON wrote in 
the New York 
Times 
recently 
that in his opinion it is doubtful 
the President will agree to run. 
Reston quoted an unnamed close 
associate of the 
President 
as 
telling him: 
“The one 
thing 
that 
really 
makes his eyes light up is talk 
of his farm in Gettysburg.” 
Others have told this reporter 
much the same thing. And I’ve 
been able to watch the President 
inspect the almost completed re­ 
modeling job on his Pennsylva­ 
nia farmhouse.

There is fairly general agree­ 
ment among those in daily con­ 
tact with the President that, if 
his personal wishes were all that 
counted, he’d be delighted to say 
farewell to the White House in 
January 1957. 
, 
But it's taken for granted there 
will be tremendous pressure from 
the Republicans to persuade Ei­ 
senhower, their first successful 
candidate 
for 
the 
presidency 
since 1928, to run again. And 
there are many who feel 
this 
pressure, which 
would 
include 
appeals to patriotism and duty, 
would be too strong to resist. 


THE ARGUMENT also is put 
forward that if the Democrats 
win control of 
Congress 
next 
week Eisenhower might want to 
run again—to seek “vindication.” 
Maybe. But the President could 
argue that (1) he has done his 
duty by putting ip four years as 
president on top of an unparal­ 
leled military career: 
(2) 
the 
bulk of his legislative program 
was enacted in his

years; and (3) if the people want 
Democrats in office 
they

New Pact Provides Security For 
West Germany Pending Unification 


PARIS — The accords which 
were signed in Paris last weex 
are a provisional system meant 
to last tor a rather long period 
of time. 
They would not have been nec­ 
essary, and, indeed, they would 
not have been possible, had the 
Soviet Union ever come forward 
w ith.a serious offer about Ger­ 
man reunification. 


THE FACT IS that Mr. Molo­ 
tov has never provided sufficient­ 
ly genuine terms of negotiation 
to feed the opposition to Ger­ 
man rearmament within the At­ 
lantic Alliance. 
He has offered 
conferences, 
one after another. 
But at no conference has he 
offered anything acceptable and 
workable, 
anything 
promising 
and plausible to negotiate about. 
On the contrary, the whole ac­ 
tion of Moscow in East Germany 
and at the conferences and in 
the exchange of notes has fitted 
the assumption that the Soviet 
Union cannot and will not let 
go of Eastern Germany. 


THE SOVIET note of last Sat­ 
urday strengthens this assump­ 
tion. 
For in substance it contains no 
offer except an offer to talk on 
the subject of elections. 
There is no indication of any 
terms on which the talks could 
converge. 
The subject of elections has 
been talked about for years, and 
a proposal to talk about it some 
more is not now a serious offer 
to negotiate. 
# 
It justifies the view that if and 
when Mr. Molotov is really pre­ 
pared to negotiate, he will not 
confine himself to saying that 
he wants to confer. 
He will say that he wants to 
confer on some concrete project. 


NOT ONLY THE 
substance 
but the timing support the view 
that Mr. Molotov wants to con­ 
fer but not negotiate. 
“The rejection by the French 
National Assembly of the EDO 
treaty opened possibilities,” he 
says, “for bring closer the posi­ 
tion of the four powers on th i 
question of the reunion of Ger­ 
many and the holding of free 
all-German elections.” 
Why, then, did Mr. Molotov al­ 
low nearly two months to pass 
without exploring any of these 
possibilities? 
Why did he do nothing about 
them until the afternoon of the 
signing of the accords which are 
a substitute for EDO? 
And why, even then, did he 
offer nothing more than to hold 
another confererence? 


WAS 
IT 
NOT 
because he 
thought that the failure of EDC 
meant a long period of time dur­ 
ing which 
nothing 
could 
be 
agreed to in the West, when it 
would not be necessary for him 
to cKT anything, when therefore 
he could let matters drift? 
He was not much interested 
even in talking about German 
unity until, to his evident sur­ 
prise, the new agreements were 
reached in London. 


OUR ANSWER 
cannot 
and 
should not be a refusal* to talk. 
It should be a request for talks 
through diplomatic channels in 
order to determine whether any 
basis for 
negotiation 
can 
be 
found. 
The problem of German unity 


cannot be dealt with seriously in 
the hideous clatter of these big 
conferences. 
One might almost say that a 
sincere 
negotiation 
can 
take 
place only by avoiding big con­ 
ferences and using the methods 
of diplomacy. 
There are ambassadors in Mos­ 
cow, Paris, London, Washington 
and Bonn, and there is no lack 
whatever of the facilities for con­ 
ferring. 
What is lacking is the will to 
negotiate. 


THERE IS NO evidence of a 
will to negotiate on German uni­ 
fication, and, indeed, there it 
much evidence that official poli­ 
cy everywhere is for the time be­ 
ing one of co-existence in status 
quo. 
The accords signed on Satur­ 
day are designed for this policy 
of making as secure and as tol­ 
erable as possible the division of 
Germany and of Europe. 


THE NEW ACCORDS are very 
far frcm being 
a 
direct 
and 
straight forward addition of Ger­ 
man military power to the At­ 
lantic Alliance. 
Germany is entering NATO but 
it is a strange entrance. 
In an ordinary military alli­ 
ance what the allies ask and 
expect of each other is that each 
should bring his maximum mili­ 
tary contribution to 
the 
joint 
effort. 
As between Canada and the 
United States or between Great 
Britain and the United States, 
the question may 
be 
whether 
each is doing enough but never 
whether one ally is doing too 
much. 
Ordinary 
alliances 
have 
a 
floor below which military pow­ 
er must not fall. 
But these new accords have a 
ceiling above which continental 
Western Europe must not in­ 
crease its military forces. 
Each continental country has 
a veto on any increase above the 
agreed level 


THE WEST Europeans have 
set up among themselves — I 
think for the first time in his­ 
tory — a general limitation of 
armaments. 
They have fixed 
the 
upper 
limits of their forces, of their 
stock of weapons, of the char­ 
acter of their weapons. 
They have made these limits 
enforceable by inspection * and 
they 
have 
provided 
against 
changing the limits by setting up 
the veto. 


THE 
ARMED 
strength 
of 
Western Europe win, of course, 
be increased by the German con­ 
tribution. 
, 
But every precaution that can 
be put down on paper has been 
taken to see to it that the Ger­ 
man forces cannot be used inde­ 
pendently by the German gov­ 
ernment. 
Under these provisions, if they 
are observed and enforced, the 
German army cannot wage a 
war of its own. 


THE NEW SYSTEM is meant 
to be a framework within which 
the West Germans can live with 
security and with self-respect, 
without temptation or the means 
for adventures, until the time— 
which may be distant — when 
their reunification 
becomes 
a 
practical project.

Some Forecasts Made With 
* Eye To Influencing Vote

NEW YORK (JP) — The fore­ 
casting game nears its seasonal 
climax. 
Every week sports oracles tell 
you how next Saturday's football 
will turn out, and every Mon­ 
day they explain how the up­ 
sets that crossed them up were 
really as unusual as the weather 
you know where. 
And this week every political 
pundit was proclaiming just how 
next Tuesday’s election will go 
in this, that and the other place, 
and if you read it all you’ll be 
too tired to go to the polls. 
♦ 
BUT WARMING UF in front 
of the stands is still another 
team of forecasters — the na­ 
tion’s economists, in industry or 
government, in colleges or just 
out on their own as consultants. 
Already they are issuing guess­ 
es as to what will happen to bus­ 
iness if the Republicans retain 
Congress and what will happen 
if the Democrats capture it. If 
the Republicans win, they say, 
business 
will 
be 
encouraged 
through knowing it still has a 
friend in court. If the Democrats 
win, they say, business will be 
comforted by the thought that 
"the tendency might be toward 
inflation—and a mild dose al­ 
ways makes business look better, 
whether ifc is or not. 


IF THIS “heads you win, tails 
you win” sort,of reasoning con­ 
fuses you, remember that fore­ 
casting is a ticklish business at 
best and the business soothsayer 
just does the best he can, know­ 
ing full well that the public can 
cross him up with 
its buying 
whims, or the Russians can do 
it by changing the thermostat on 
their cold war. 
Soon the economists will be 
swarming all over the printed 
page telling you how business 
will be in the coming year. 


A few have already jumped 
the gun with tentative forecasts 
for business in 1955. 


Most of them, encouraged by 
the signs of a pickup in the mak­ 
ing this fall, are guessing that 
1955’s business activity should ex­ 
ceed 1954’s by anywhere from 5 
to 10 per cent. 


SINCE, SO FAR this year, in­ 
dustrial 
output 
h a s 
trailed 
1953 s record by about that same 
rate, the predictions 
seem 
to 
promise that 1955 will be nearly 
as good as 1953. 


The trouble with some of 
these forecasts, on both sides 
of the fence, is that you won­ 
der if maybe they aren’t made 
Just now with half an eye on 
how they might influence the 
voters.

William L. Hughes Jr., present 
I mayor of the city, stated: 
“A city is only as successful as 
, its school system. I can visualize 
| no more 
important need 
than 
I classroom facilities to handle our 
r a p i d l y increasing enrollment 
which has outstripped present ac­ 
commodations.” 


Floyd Elliott, former mayor who 
organized opposition and helped 
to defeat two individual school tax 
increase elections in 1952, has urg­ 
ed a favorable vote on the present 
issues. He said: 


‘‘The steady population growth 
of the 
Fairfax School District 
makes 
additional 
classrooms 
a 
necessity. 


“The six room addition planned 
for the Central School is badly 
reeded as we are now four rooms 
short 
(if 
the additions aren’t 
built) we will be five short . . . in 
the fall of 1955. 


“The only way to get these need­ 
ed classrooms is to vote for the 
$64,000 bond issue on Nov. 2. Also, 
authority must be voted for the 
district to obtain a loan from the 
state for the balance of the cost. 


“A number of interested citizens 
have worked with the school trus­ 
tees with the idea of keeping costs 
down but at the same time provid 
ing 
adequate 
housing 
without 
‘frills’ for increasing school popu 
lation. 


“The cost of this bond issue to 
the taxpayer will be approximate­ 
ly 15 cents added to the present 
district tax rate of $1.72 which 
is an increase of less than 10 per 
cent.” 


A “Yes” vote on the measures 
has also been recommended by 
three units of the Fairfax PTA 
and by Dr. Harold Druhan, an 
optometrist, Former Councilman 
Harry' Heifitz, and W. H. Bemis. 
an investigator with the Marin 
district attorney’s office.

SPECIAL ELECTION 
Need For Passage Of 
Novato Proposals Told 


Need to expand Novato’s school 
system to accommodate the con­ 
tinuing influx of children was de­ 
scribed by members of the Novato 
school board and school adminis­ 
trators at a meeting Wednesday 
night. Approximately 80 persons 
gathered at the Marion ‘Avenue 
School at the invitation of the 
Novato Citizens School Committee 
to hear an explanation of the three 
school finance propositions to be 
decided in a special election De­ 
cember 14. 


Emphasis was repeatedly given 
on the fact, that the construction 
of a complete high school plant 
for Novato would cost the taxpayer 
less ahnually in bond retirement 
taxes than the present cost of 
building usage the Novato district 
pays for the 250 high school stu­ 
dents now attending San Rafael 
High School, not including tuition. 
The building »usage cost to San 
Rafael is now on a per pupil rate 
of $120 per year; last year it was 
$200. 


Mrs. Charles D. Stafford, school 
board member for 14 years, de­ 
scribed the *population growth in 
Novato by comparing the present 
community with that of prewar 
days, when Novato was so small 
it was not even recognized by 
travelers along Highway 101. 
Novato’s school superintendent 
William J. J. Smith outlined the 


steps necessary In planning and 
building a school. He said that 
the district program includes the 
acquisition 
of 
two 
elem entary 
school sites immediately, acquisi­ 
tion of a high school site, the 
building of two new elementary 
schools and a high school, the ad­ 
dition of rooms to existing elemen­ 
tary school plants, and finally the 
acquisition of a third elementary 
school site for future needs. 


“Our enrollment is increasing at 
the rate of 30 pupils per month,” 
Smith said, “which means we need 
12 new classrooms each year.” He 
said that Novato will have 500 high 
school students by the fall of 1957. 


Robert McKeay. administrative 
assistant in charge of high school 
planning, listed reasons why it will 
be cheaper to build a Novato high 
school than to continue to trans­ 
port students elsewhere. 


Veryl Sanford, board member, 
explained Novato’s Proposition 1 
which would credit the district 
with $300,000 worth of bonding 
which it now lacks to qualify for 
state aid in its construction pro­ 
gram. 
It asks the transfer from 
the old union district to the new 
unified district the bonded indebt­ 
edness incurred by the former. 
Warren Gonnason, school trus­ 
tee, explained school Proposition 2 
which calls for a $550,000 bond 


issue to biiV a site and construct 
a high school on it. 
“Th$ average Novato home now 
provides in taxes about $27.50 per 
year for elementary school build­ 
ing costa and high school building 
usage fees at San Rafael. If we 
build our own high school the tax 
cost will be $3 per month leas,” 
Gonnason explained. 
“Failure of this election will 
mean that the same measures will 
have to be placed on the ballot 
again and again until they are 
passed,” he added. 
A. R. Miller, trustee, explained 
Proposition 3 which would au­ 
thorize a $1,245,000 state loan for 
school construction. 
Eugene Lang, board chairman, 
outlined the studies which had 
been made on the need for a No­ 
vato high school and a unified 
district. 


Judge Richard Sims Jr., repre­ 
senting the citizens committee, 
said it was the duty of the people 
to inform themselves about the 
educational system in their com­ 
munity. 
There is a tendency for 
the parents to abdicate their re­ 
sponsibility for the upbringing of 
their children — they expect the 
schools to do it all,” Sims said. 
He added that parents should 
attend school board meetings, par­ 
ticipate in citizens school commit­ 
tee activities and—having learned 
the facts pertaining to the school 
system—should convey this knowl­ 
edge to their neighbors and friends.

Work is to be started in about 
three months on a $25,000 three - 
classroom building at College of 
Marin Campus for the 14th Rifle 
Company, Marine Corps Reserve, 
according to Maj. Harold O. Swa- 
ney, commanding officer. 
He said $24,900 for the job had 
been allotted to 12th Naval District 
Public Works Office by U.S. Ma­ 
rine Corps Headquarters. 


The building will be concrete 
block construction, just east of the 
existing Quonset buildings of the 
14th Rifle Company. It will have 
three classrooms and an office and 
technical library. 
Completion is 
expected about June 1. 


The company has acquired a 12,- 
500 square foot piece of property 
from College of Marin on a 20- 
year lease basis, and plans to build 
a second concrete building a year 
after the first is completed. It is 
to be used for rifle and pistol 
range, supply storage space, and a 
medical dispensary. 
The building currently being 


planned is to be 62 by 25 feet. The 
new buildings are needed to ac­ 
commodate growth of the company 
to its present strength of 11 offi­ 
cers and 170 enlisted men, and the 
additional 73 personnel which the 
unit is authorized to have said 
Major Swaney.

Deep in the Belgian Congo live 
the ‘‘Little People“— African Pig­ 


mies. 
Their lot in the world is an 
unenviable one. T h ey are second 
class citizens in their aboriginal 
home. 
They are “ owned,” in a 
sense, by the “ Real People” —the 
full-sized African natives. 
They livtf their own day-to- 
day existence, and are endowed 
with the same hum an emotions 
that are universal the world over. 
B u t Mrs. Putnam said that in her 
eight years of adventure with 
them, she never saw a neurotic 
Pigmy. 


T H E D A IL Y existence of the 
Pigm y 
includes 
the 
important 
hunt for meat. The little women 
steal silently out 
through the 
hunting ground, then set up a 
raucous 
clamoring 
and 
drive 
deer, 
antelope, 
wild 
pigs 
and 
other animals into the game nets 
strung out by the little men who 
promptly spear or shoot them 
with bow and arrow. 
They are 
not allowed to possess firearms. 
The food is taken home and 
every fam ily gets a fair share 
and everyone eats- as long as 
the nets don’t go empty. 
This 
is 
supplemented 
w ith 
tropical 
fruits and vegetables. 
B u t a portion of the meat from 
the nets must also be given to 
the “ real people” to whom the 
pigmies belong. 
IN T H E CO NG O , there is the 
mysterious Esamba, which chills 
the spirit of all w ith its mooing 
in the night. W om en and chil­ 
dren flee into their leaf huts. 
M en by the cam pfire lower their 
heads. 
As Abazinga, the anim al man 
said, “ He who looks upon the 
Esamba, must die.” 
Sometimes the Pigm y camps 
are 
stalked 
by 
a 
man-eating 
leopard. 
The Pigm ies dig pits 
and traps all over the jungle 
and rain-forrest unti. they catch 
him. They also get a few barked 
shins, because there are so many 
traps, a few take tumbles into 
them. 


F A M IL Y love and loyalty is 
strong, but extra-m arital sex is 
not frowned on except by the 
“ injured” wife or husband, who 
m ay take offense. 
The 
Pigmies 
often 
hold 
an 
Alim a ceremony, or defloration 
of the virgins. A ceremony that 
is conducted along with a hunt­ 
ing expedition. 
The Congo is the home of the 
driver ants. W hen they come in 
a stream, several 
inches wide 
and hundreds of yards long, all 
living things not caged or tied 
stand back to let 
them pass. 
Once a small jungle rodent, tied 
to a tree by a chain, was caught 
by the driver ants. 
Only his 
bones and the chain remained. 
There was not even a blood-slain 


left. 


T H E S E are only a few of the 
experiences of Mrs. Putnam, a 
product of New Y ork art society, 
and wife of a sanitary agent for 
the Belgian government, Patrick 
Putnam . 
No day was dull for 
her on the Epulu River, a tribu­ 
tary of the Congo River. 
Besides the 
association with 
the “ little people,” whom she 
loved and admired, and the “ real 
people,” there was a stream of 
truckers, tourists, hunters, vis­ 
iting royalty, movie people and 
m any others through the rain­ 
forest. 
Mrs. Putnam is probably still 
in the Congo. 
As in the night 
beside the river, little, alluring 
A nifa told her lover, from an­ 
other village, “ I don't want to 
go away.

He is a member of the worker 
priests, a group of carefully se­ 
lected young men who were sent 
to the factories, mines and mills 
of France whh the permission of 
the Vatican. They lived as lay­ 
men with no parish, saying Muss 
ni their rooms and hanging the ir 
vestments next to their woikei s 
overalls. They -supported them ­ 
selves by holding jobs, preferably 
of a m anual natuie, and they 
participated in and tried to solve 
the problems oi all who sought 


their help. 


T H IS G R O U P , active only in 
France, was ordered disbanded 
in M arch of this year, and there 
have been several theories con-

Som e claim many were dissuaded 
by political beliefs, unacceptable 
to 
their 
superiors 
and 
others 
that their job was carried to a 
successful conclusion. 
Cesbron explains in his fore­ 
word that he believes his book, 
w ill displease almost all who read 
it. He does not provide a denun­ 
ciation of any one social group. 
He claims to be a political ano 
religious non-partisan who pre­ 
sents his partisan characters as 
individuals.

F A T H E R P IE R R E and his fel­ 
low “ workers” strive to bring to 
those lost in the backwash of 
m isery faith on their own terms.

The Fable, a long time in the 
writing for W illiam Faulkner and 
a long time in the reading for 
this reviewer, is a long complex 
novel that 
can 
be interpreted 
as a religious allegory fashioned 
after the Christian Passion story 
and as a painful examination of 
the forces which keep mankind 


at war. 
T IN G E D with mystic symbol­ 
ism and irony, the novel gives 
a disturbing insight into existing 
human conditions and hum an­ 
ity ’s passion for confused facts. 
A story 
of the attitudes 
of 
professional soldiers, ’he novel 
begins in a French village where 
a 1918 regiment rebels against 
orders 
to 
attack 
the 
Germ an 
enemy. 
The rebels’ general or­ 
ders the artillery turned on the 
entire 3,000 men whose passive 
resistance has halted the cam ­ 
paign. 
Even 
enemy 
generals 
consult each other, realizing the 
entire war may be threatened. 
AN INVESTIGATION reveals 
the resistance is the work of 12 
men led by a mysterious corporal 
provoking men to brotherhood, 


persuading them that glory and 
power is not of war but of love. 


The wives and sweethearts of 
the regiment consider this blas­ 
phemy and accuse the corporal 
of betraying their loved ones by 
persuading them not to kill. 


The corporal’s martyrdom par­ 
allels the crucifixion story: the 
la s t s u p p e r — the corporal is dined 
and then denied; a temptation 
scene when the general, the cor­ 
poral’s father 
pleads 
w ith his 
son to escape. 
As a final token of irony the 
martyred 
soldier 
is chosen 
as 
the unknown soldier and become« 
the revered national hero. 


F A U L K N E R ’S attitude toward 
war is best summed up in the 
general’s speech: “ The most ex­ 
pensive and fatal vice which m an 
has invented.” 
The Fable, the product of nine 
year’s work, is Faulkner s most 
ambitious novel to date but the 
complex structure of the author’s 
long narrative sentences with its 
detours makes difficult reading. 
Perhaps it w ill take Faulkn er’s 
devoted disciples to clearly and 
completely explain the novel. 
W e still feel his 1929 novel 
“ The Sound and F u ry ” his pri­ 
mary work. 


Luis, the anarchist, veteran of 
the Spanish Revolution and out­ 
cast of 
the Communist party, 
who is “ literally dying lor want 
ol something to love.” 


Jean, the seeker ol faith, who, 
when failing to find God in his 
life, finds H im in death by his 


own hand. 
Madelienee, the dedicated girl 
who can love no man alone but 
only as part ot needy humanity. 
Etienne, the frail child beaten 
by his father who lnids life with 
a fam ily in one room intolerable, 
and fights it with drunken rage. 
Paulette, the poverty-stricken 
young mother, who wants to be 
rid of her unborn child because 
she claims birth is the intro- 
duction to starvation. 
And Henri, the militant Com­ 
munist, who finds in friendship 
what he thought he had only in 
theory. 
T R A N S L A T E D from 
the 
French by Jo h n Russell, “ Saints 
in Hell’ has a kind of poetic 
force which indicts the ugliness 
and barrenness of slums and the 
people responsible for this. He 
tears down with equal vigor the 
unsympathetic attitude of some 
members of the clerical hierar­ 
chy; the brutality of police ac­ 
tion against workers striking lor 
a living wage, and the m anipu­ 
lation of hum an lives by any who 
want to create distorted political 
situations. 
“ Saints in H ell” is a compas- 
<sionate book, obviously written 
by one who believes in both the 
frailty and dignity of man.

Kamal El-M alakh, who discov­ 
ered the first wooden solar ship 
ever to be found intact, will give 
an illustrated lecture at the San 
Francisco Museum of Art on 
Thursday evening, Nov. 4, at 
8:30 p.m. The lecture is spon­ 
sored by the Women’s Board, by

The announcem ent o ' the dis­ 
covery, made on May 26 of this 
year, received wide attention. It 
was in the course of clearing the 
sands in the area south of the 
G reat Pyramid th at the find was 
made.

To Be Published 
“The Private Diaries of Sten­ 
dhal,” the journal of .the great 
French novelist, will make their 
first appearance in English in a 
volume edited and translated by 
Robert Sage and published by 
Doubleday on Nov. 18. The record 
of 14 years of the life of the 
young Stendhal covers his ex­ 
periences as a dragoon in Napol­ 
eon’s Army, in which capacity he 
participated in the Emperor's re­ 
treat from Moscow. It is also a 
candid account of how, iu his 
youth, the author of “The Char­ 
terhouse of Parm a” and “The 
Black and the Gold” set about 
to achieve the twin aims of be­ 
coming “a seducer of women’’ 
and “the successor of Moliere.” 
Robert Sage, who has edited the 
jvolume, is an American who has 
lived in Paris almost continuous­ 
ly since 1922 and is travel editor 
of the Paris edition of the New 
York Herald Tribune.

Seven bits of stoneware 
were found within the depth 
range of the porcelain, only four 
were deeper. 
Thus assertions from archaeol­ 
ogists, that “the stoneware was 
occurring at a consistently deep­ 
er level than the porcelain,” are 
debatable, and any conclusions 
oerived therefrom may be taken 
with a large grain of salt. 
TH E 
F IR ST question which 
comes to mind is “How does it 
happen 
that pieces from the 
same jug, all discarded the same 
time, and in the same place, are 
found in so great a range of 
depth?” The logical answer elim­ 
inates all of the prior disposal 
theories. 
It 
would seem th at 
pieces of stoneware, left on m ud­ 
dy banks of a spring, should 
rapidly sink to the bottom level 
of the wet ground, the closer o 
the spring the deeper the mud. 
Rank vegetation, growing and 
rotting in moist earth around the 
spring over the centuries, would 
provide additional covering to the 
sunken fragments. 
Location No. 307, on Liman- 
tour Estero, is a place where one 
would 
hardly 
expect 
to 
find 
traces of the first white intrud­ 
ers. More likely, natives obtained 
the jug from the same source as 
their China ware and east it 
aside when broken.

2. Plant new lawns now.

4. Sow' these seeds in the open 
ground: alyssum, Virginia stock, 
baby blue eyes, scabiosa, godetia, 
calendula, clarkia, scarlet flax 
and linaria. 
5. All gladiolus should be lifted 
by this time. Store in shallow 
trays. Dust the bulbs with Un­ 
done or D D T to kilf the tlirips.

Select Roses 
With Care 


The selection of roses 
choos­ 
ing a healthy, high-grade plant 
which i.s the proper variety for 
the climate, soil and site- is al­ 
most an art. The California As­ 
sociation of Nurserymen recom­ 
mends that gardeners planning 
to plant roses in January and 
February consider these steps in 
making selections. 


1. F I R S T , say the nurserymen, 
buy healthy rose plants. Roses 
are graded 
under 
a 
standard 
system. The best grade is No. 1 
which 
means the 
plant must 
have three or more strong canes 
starting three inches, 
or 
less, 
above the bud union, and two of 
these canes must be 18 inches or 
more in length. Second best grade 
is No. l 'j with two or more canes 
15 inches or more in length. No. 
2 grade is the 
last 
with 
two 
canes 12 inches or more. Grade 
1 and l'ü will give you plants 
with plump, fresh, heavy canes— 
which insure a good plant in the 
future. With No. 2 
you 
begin 
rose planting with a handicap.

on the value of the rose. The All- 
American symbol (A A R S '.o n th e

3. BEC A C SE there are so many 
types of climate in this state no 
one rose variety can be said to 
be adapted to the entire state. 
However, there are some varieties 
that have been found to do well 
in 
most 
areas 
of 
the 
state. 
Among this group are Charlotte 
Armstrong, Condeside. Sastago, 
Peace, Helen 
Traubel, 
Joanna 
Hill, Signora and Pinocchio. In 
selecting roses other than these 
six it is well to get the expert 
advice of your local nurseryman; 
he is well acquainted with the 
growing conditions of your area 
and can help you select varieties 
known to do well in your locale.

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Two Ways To Plant Fall 


Bulbs For Winter Safety 


There 
are 
two 
methods 
of 
planting fall bulbs. W hen plant­ 
ed 
in 
the 
perennial 
border, 
among other plants, a hole should 
be dug for each bulb with a 
trowel. Be sure that the hole is 
large enough so that the bulb 
rests on the soil, and there is 110 
air pocket beneath it. 


The 
soil 
should 
be 
packed 
firmly around and 
above 
the 
bulb, and planting may be done 
as late as this is possible Even 
if there is a frozen crust 011 the 
surface, so long as the soil be­ 
neath will crumble easily, plant­ 
ing can continue. Bu t when the 
ground freezes deep enough to 
prevent this, it is too late to 
plant. 


IF AN entire bed, or border 
space is to be planted to bulbs, 
it may be excavated to the re­ 
quired 
depth 
and 
the 
bulbs 
placed 011 the floor of the exca­ 
vation in the desired arrange­ 
ment. This is a necessary meth­ 
od when tulips are to be used to 
form a pattern, in the style still 
popular in Europe and formerly 
practiced here. Even if no pat­ 
tern is desired, this is a good 
way when there are no estab­ 
lished plants in the area to in­ 
terfere with it. 


When the soil is filled in above 
the bulbs, it should be heaped 
up an inch or two higher than 
the surrounding surface to al­ 
low for settling, and prevent a 
depression in which water might 
stand. 


W E T S O IL is the great enemy 
of all garden bulbs. They will 
not grow in wet soil, and soon 
decay. 
They 
should 
never 
be 
planted *in a place from which 
water does not drain away quick­ 
ly. If there is 110 such place in 
your garden, then make an ele­ 
vated bed. six inches above the 
garden level, in which to plant 
your bulhs. 


Cold does not injure hardy 
bulbs; but wet soil will destroy 
them, so take no chances. 


ONE O F the chief hazards for 
all bulbs is "frost heaving,” due 
to alternate freezing and thaw­ 
ing of the soil, which may lift 
shallow looted plants out of the 
soil. Bulbs planted so late they 
cannot make roots in the fall 
aie likely to suffer from it; and 
huge bulbs r.ot set deep enough 
will often be injured. A mulch 
plated over the bulbs after the 
ground has frozen will keep the 
lrost in, and reduce frost heav­ 
ing. 


When it is intended to allow 
tulips to remain where you plant 
them several years rather than 
dig them 
up after they have 
blossomed and their leaves have 
turned yellow each summer, they 
should be planted two or three 
inches deeper than the normal. 


D E E P PLA N T IN G may cause 
flowering to be somewhat later, 
so all bulbs which it is desired 
.diall blossom at the same time 
should 
be 
planted 
the 
same 
depth.

fort. 
THE R IG H T desk lamp m ay 
be a table or wall model—or even 
a pair of w all lamps—provided 
there is a glass or plastic reflect­ 
or bowl under the shade. 
T h is 
type of under-shade construction 
is described as particularly “ easy 
on the eyes” because it produces 
a combination 
of upward 
and 
downward light that reduces the 
eye-irritating 
d i f f e r e n c e 
in 
brightness between the desk top 
and the rest of the room. D ow n­ 
ward 
illum ination 
is 
“sifted” 
through the reflector bowl and 
becomes pleasant and glare-free. 
Height of the lamp is equally 
important. 
Too short a lam p 
gives such a meager spread of 
light that part of the desk is 
virtually 
“ in 
the dark.” 
W ith 
too-tall a lam p, the bottom of the 
shade is lik ely to be far above 
eye level, and the under-shade 
brightness w ill be uncomfortable. 
For a happy medium in height— 
and this goes for either table or 
wall lamp— the distance from the 
top of the desk to the bottom 
of the shade should be about 
15 inches. 


AN 
O P E N - T O P 
light-lined 
shade 
is 
recommended. 
T h e 
open top permits upward illu m ­ 
ination into the room. 
A light 
lining increases the amount of 
reflected downward light by as 
much as 50 per cent. 
To get the full money’s worth 
of light from a well-chosen lamp, 
it should be placed 011 the side 
of the desk opposite the w riting 
hand. 
Otherwise, shadows from 
pencil and writing hand rob the 
eyes of some of the light they 
need to see by, and dark moving 
shadows 011 the writing page are 
distracting. 
A 150-watt bulb p ro­ 
vides the right amount of light. 


A L IG H T -colored desk—or 
a 
table— w ith a dull finish is “ toivs” 
for com fortable “seeing.” 
W h en 
that isn’t available, a white or 
light-colored desk blotter serves 
to elim inate reflections from 
a 
highly-polished 
surface 
and 
to 
minimize 
th e 
contrast between 
darkness of desk top and w hite­ 
ness of read ing and writing page. 
Arranging 
the 
desk 
parallel 
with 
the 
wall 
increases 
the 
amount of light on the desk top 
if the

Otherwise, and especially when 
there 
is 
a 
“ busy” pattern 
in 
wallpaper, 
it is wiser to place 
the desk at right angles to the 
wall. 
If the desk must face a 
dark wall or patterned wallpaper, 
a large tack board in a light 
color can 
be mounted on

D o n ’t place desk facing 
a window.

F O R cafe curtains, you have 
three choices.

Or buy cafe-curtain tape 
with loops already in; turn raw 
curtain edge down 011 right side; 
cover with tape; 
sew tape 
in 
place. For the conventional scal­ 
loped tops, make a paper pat­ 
tern of 3- or 4-inch scallops and 
use it as a guide in cutting cur­ 
tain scallops.
